(7) C.I. Drums—Defective—Broken and unreclaimablc. 

(8) Bearing Plates—5/8* and thinner— Broken and un-reclaimable. 

(9) Pot Sleepers—broken 

(10) Brake Blocks 
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(11) Heavy Cylinders—Broken or unreclaimable. 

(12) Headers Do. 

(13) Drag Boxes Do. 

(14) Frames Do. 

(15) Fire Bars—burnt 

(16) Wheels—Chilled—broken or un-reclaimable. 

(17) Heavy Cast Iron Scrap each weighing 4 cwt. or 5 mds. and over, e.g Bum 
Fire Bars and Chilled Wheels etc. (Gr.II). 

(18) Cast Iron Madhinery parts—dean and without attachments (Gr.I).
